wife, tranfgrefs the rules of the Houfe, the Speaker fhall, or 
any member may, call to order, in which’ cafe the member fo 
called to order, fhall immediately fit down, unlefs permitted to 
explain ; and.the Houfe fhall, if appealed to, decide the fame ` 
without debate. If there be no appeal ‘the decifion of the 
chair fhall be fubmitted to. If the decifion fhall be in favor 
of the member fo called to order, he fhall be at liberty: to pro- 
ceed : if otherwife, and the cafe require, he fhall be liable to ` 
the cenfure of the houfe. And-no member fhall {peak more - 
than twice to the fame queftion, without permon nom the.

compelled to vote, who was not prefent when the queftion 
was ftated. 

toth. No member fhall call for the yeas and 
nays on any queftion after the fame has been declared a yote 
by the Speaker. 

Iith. Any member may excufe himfelf 
rem ferving on any committee, if at the time of his appoint- 
ment, he fhall be a member of three other committees. 

rath. No committee fhall fit while the

13th. Every motion fhall be reduced to 
writing by the mover, if required by the Speaker, or any oth- 
er member.

It demands of 
me, i in whatever ftation I may be called to act, a faithful, dil- 
ig gent, and unremitting difcharge of the duties belonging to it. 


Impreffed with fentiments of gratitude for honors conferred, I 
feel a fpecies of enthufiafm, in commencing the fulfilment of

ties belonging to the ftation ; ; ata time ‘alfo, when the’ ‘public 
mind is ‘uncommonly awake to its rights atid’ privileges ; wheri 
this watchfulnefs has produced difcuffions’ and a train of 
thought, Which in différent minds has led to very different re- 
fults ; when I Bear i in ind alfo the urbanitY, and the unaf- 
fuming admiriiftration: Emy predeceffor in office ; Lam dl- 
moft led to defpair of ever. being able to quit the office, Iam 
now called to fill, under the fame happy aufpices, in. which I 
enter upon it.—In the difcharge of efficial duties however, I 
{hall place my greateft hope of fuccefs, in the candor, affift- 
ance, and indulgence of this honorable affembly. 

The Conftitution makes it the duty of the Governor and 
Council « to corref; pond with other States, to tranfact bufinefs 
with the officers of government, civil and military ; and pre- 
pare fuch bufinefs as may appear to them neceffary to lay be- 
fore the General Affembly. Alfo to take care that the laws + 
be faithfully executed, and to expedite the execution of fuch 


. meafures, as may be refolved upon by the General Affembly.” 
I have not had opportunity to confult my predéceffor in office, 


whether any correfpondence has taken place between the ex- 


ecutive ef this and any other State, or the United States, on 
fubjects the nature of which, requires to be fubmitted to the 
General Affembly ; or whether any bufinefs has been tranf- 
acted: by the executive with the officers of our own govern- 
ment, of a fimilar nature 5 fhould. there be any; they mult be 
made the fubje& of fome future communication. 

Again the conftitution makes it the duty of the. Goin: 
or and Council to propofe fuch bufinefs as may appear to 
them neceffary to lay before the General Affembly. - Under 
this claufe of the conftitution muft be inferred the.‘duty of 
the Governor and Council, to recommend to the: General 


* 
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Affembly fubje&s for legiflativé. confideration 1 fuch as in’ 
their opinion, the good of community may require to be a- 
dopted. Among the moft important of thofe fubjects, which 
have been fuggefted to my mind, is that of variation in the 
modes of punifhment, eftablifhed in our criminal code 3 to 
fubftitute generally, for corporal punifhments, confinement 
to labor, for the purpofe of initiating the culprit into a habit 
of ufeful indufiry ; or in a more common phrafeology, confine- 
ment with hard labor. Iam not infenfible of the infufficiency 
of the critical reafoning, or abftraét principles, when oppofed 
to inveterate cuftom and habit. It will not be denied that 
corporal punifhments may have had a good effect, in the pre- 
| vention of crimes ; but this conceffion, does not admit the 
inference, that no other mode of punifhment would be prefer- 
| able. That mode of punifhment, which is worfe than none, 
. muft be vile indeed. Confinement and hard labor, is a mode 
. of punifhment, peculiarly fuited to an advanced ftate of focie- 
| ty, and where the arts abound. In the infancy of govern- 
rent, where the arts do not exift, it is found too difficult 
, and expenfive, to provide an afylum for the fafe cuftody of 
|, culprits, and to furnifh the means and materials for their em- 
ployment ; but in a fociety, and government, where the arts 
, abound, thefe difficulties vanifh, and leave the arguments 
| drawn from feelings of humanity, and the nature of man, in 
| their full force. By fubftituting the punifhment propofed, 
_a government may not only prevent the expenfe, to which 
| other modes of punifhment muft fubject it ; but may take 
it, (if thought advifable,) a fource of revenue to the State. 
| A more intimate acquaintance with the effect produced on 
| the conduct of culprits, in States where this mode of punifh- 
ment has been adopted, would, no doubt, ftrongly recom- 
mend the meafure. And in States where it has been the 
 longeft in operation, there exifts the moft indubitable, and 
 unfhaken conviction of its utility. This honorable affembly 
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wiil permit me to bring to their remembrance the thirty 
feventh fection of the conftitution of this State, it is in the 
following words. ** To deter more effcctually from the com- 
miffion of crimes, by continued vifible puriifhments of long 
duration, and to make fangtinary punifhments lefs neceffary; 
mieáns Ought to be provided, for pünifling by bard labor, 
thofe who fhiall be convicted of crimes not capital ; whereby 


the criminal ffiall be employed for the benefit of the public, | 
or for the reparation of injuries done to private perfons ; and. 


all perforis at proper times ought to be permitted to fee themi 
at their labor.” To this forcible language of the conftitutiori, 
I can add nothing. It is fincerely hoped the General Affem= 


bly will not permit the prefent feffion to pafs away, without. 


niaking the neceffary provifions on this fübje&t; 
Tlic.conftitution further enjoins on the Governor and 
Coiincil * to take care that the laws be faithfully executed; 
and to expedite the execution of fuch meafures, as may bè 
refolved upon by the General Affembly.” Vety few of the 
executive powers of our government, are entrüíted to the 


d 


fupreme execütive, ii the firft inftance, for execution ; but . 


on the contrary are entrüfted to certain officers, who ftom the .. 
manner of their appointment, and the nature of their duties, 


as pointed out by the laws, appear to be exempted from ex- 


ecutive direction or cenfüre. As it relates to the criminal - 


code, where the laws cannot be put in force againft an indi- 
vidual, but by the intervention of a trial in a court of jüdi- 


cature ; the profecuting officers are with propriety placed un- 


der its direction, as being part of a diftin&t branch of the 
government. But in the financial department, a vigilance in 


the executive, over fübordinate officers, who may be, in any ^ 


way, employed in receivifig and paying over public monies, 
feems more important. The neceffity of any particular atten. 


tion to this. fubject by the executive, is however füperceded by 


very wholefome laws already paffed, by which it is made the 
duty of all fubordinate officers, connefted in any way with

the collection of the revenue, to nubes an annual fettlement 
with the head of the treafury department ;—a fettlement is al- 
fo to-be made with the treafury department annually, with a 
full and. fair ftatement of all the accounts with the balances to 
be laid before the General Affembly, at their October feffion. 
By the foregoing. provifions in the law, any call of the execu- 
tive on the treafury department for the information of the 
General Affembly i is rendered unneceffary. 

There are two ftatute laws of very general concern, which 
are left wholly to the corporations of towns for their execu- 
tiom ; the act. for the füpport of {chools,” and the act « for 


" laying out, making, repairing, and clearing highways,” are 


pointed at. It is fubmitted whether it would not be ufeful, to 
make fome provifion, by which the General Aflembly might 
be officially informed, how far, and in what manner, thefe 
laws are carried into effect by the refpective corporations. 

In relation to our external protection and defence, moft of 
our legiflative concerns, are intrufted to the federal govern- 
ment ; the organizing, arming, and difciplining the militia 
excepted. The annual return of the Adjutant General to 

the Governor, of the ftate ofthe militia, rendered neceffary - 
by law, when received, fhall be laid before you. It may aid 
the legiflature in determining, whether any further provifions 
at this time are neceffary, more effectually to protect the com- 
munity again{t the evils of war; an evil of all others perhaps 


the moít to be deprecated by a government. 
Gentlemen of the legiflature ; our duty as legiflators is, 


to provide wholefome laws for the promotion of virtue, hap- 
pinefs, and profperity, among the people over whom the laws 
are to operate.— The end of all government is, to teach each ` 
individual of the community, the neceffity of felf-govern- 
ment. When we reflect on the extenfive influence of laws, 
in. moulding and forming, the manners, the habits, and the | 
virtues of a people—that their influence, as in the prefent 
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cafe, is to extend over. Fittle lefs than two hundred thoufand 
fouls ; the bufinefs of legiflation 'fwells to a prodigious mag- 
nitude ; and creates in our minds enthufiaftic expectations 
from its good effects. On the contrary, when we look over 
the :hiftory of nations, and their, governments ; A how. at one 
period, .they, by their virtues and good management,. have 
rifen to high degrees ef eminence 5 at others, by their cor- 
ruption, venality, and abufe of power, .have again funk into 
the vortex of defpotifm ; and that-this has been the fate of. 
all governments which have preceded ours,—we are left in 
defpondency, at.the wretched contemplation.—May we not. 
however flatter ourfelves, that thefe evils have arifen, in great . 
meafure, from the circumftances of irrefponfibility with which 
the powers of government have heretofore been intrufted to 
men. In all governments which have heretofore exifted, the 
powers of government have been exercifed by men, not in 
the right of community, but in their own right.—Is it won- 
derful then, that the laws, inftead of being calculated to pro- 
mote the .general welfare, fkould be wrefted to the purpofes 
of individual aggrandizement ? Our government is happily 
organized in.a manner in which the duty and intereft of the 
law-giver is, very intimately connected and blended with the 
rights and interefts of the community ; and ander fach cir- 
cumftances of refponfibility for the exercife of his powers, as 
compels him to feel lefs the fympathies of the rulers, than the 
íympathies of the ruled. It would feem, from the correct 
principles of our government, that nothing but an uncommon 
degree of ignorance and depravity, could ever induce thofe 
who are employed in making' and executing the laws, to de- 
part from,or be forgetful of therights and interefts of thecom- 
munity. May we not flatter ourfelyes that there are fuch de- 
grees of light and information, in relation to the fcience of 
government, .diffufed among the people, as will defeat, (if not 


| 
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| prevent,) every attempt, APER their fuppofed ignorance and 


credulity. 
Gentlemen, that we may be in fome méafure inftrumental, 
in ‘promoting, for ourfelves, and our ' conftituents, the blef- 


ings of a good government ; let us keep up that watchfulnefs 


over the conduct of our rulers, which is calculated to teach 
them a juft refponfibility in their ftations; ; exercifing all that 


| indulgence | towards honeft difference of opinion, which the 


F 
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(ful and: complete enjoyment of all the bleflings of a free gov- 


| ernment renders necelfary. May wé in our refpective fta- 


tions, for the prefent feffion, and the period for which we are 
elected, be directed to the adoption of the wifeft and beft 
meafures for the promotion of the public happinefs. -

Whereas the conftitution of this Staté declares, '« That in 
order that the freedom of the Commonwealth máy be pre- 
ferved inviolate forever, there fhall be chofen, &c. thirteen ^ 
perfons, to be called the Council. of Cenfors, who fhall méet - 
&c. whofe duty it fhall be, to inquire whether the conftitutioit - 
has been preferved inviolate in every part, during the laft fep- 
tenary,: (including the year of them fervice,) and whether the 
legiflature and executive branches of Government have per= - 
‘formed their duty às ‘guardians of the people, or affumied to | 
themfelves, or exercifed other, or greater powers than they are 
entitled to by the conftitution" ; and among other things, 
they are te recommend to the legiflature the repealing offuch | 
‘laws as fhall appear to them to have been paffed contrary te 
the principles of the conftitution. And A 

Whereas, the Council of Cenfors did, by their Yefolutioa 
of the 16th day of October 1806, recommend to the legifla- 
. ture then fitting at Middlebury, to repeal the whole of an act, 
entitled, * An act in addition to, and alteration of an act, ehè 
titled, An aétfor the fupport:of the'Gofpel," paffed Nov. 4d. 
1801; and alfo the fecond, third, fourth, fifth and fixth fec- 
tions, of an act, entitled, ** An act for the fupport of the Gof- 
pel,” paffed 26th of Oct.1797 5 giving for reaforis in favor of 
fuch repeal, that the faid acts were contrary to the third artis 
cle of the bill of rights of the inhabitants of this State. 

And Whereas, the legiflature aforefaid, did not agree with 
the Council of Cenfors, refpecting the unconftitutionality of 
faid acts, and did not repeal the fame; —and the faid Council, 
in their addrefs to the people of this State, made at their fci- 
fion at Woodftock, in December 1806, having, among. other 
things, declared their fentiments in the following words; viz. 


** The repeal of the faid law, and each of the above mention- . > 


ed claufes, we believe to be abfolutely neceffary to reftore our 
ineftimable conítitutional privileges to community, and to 
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prevent the eftablifhment of thofe precedents which are dan- 
gerous to liberty, and fubverfive of the rights of confcience.” 

And Whereas, it appears to this Affembly, that all attempts 
of the civil authority to aid the inftitutions of the Gofpel, have, 
in all periods of time, produced difquietude, and have had a 
tendency to deftroy thofe bonds of friendfhip which otherwife . 
might, and would, unite man to man :—THEREFORE, 


RESOLVED, That, agreeable to the re- 
commendations aforefaid, a bill ought to pafs, repealing the a+ 
forefaid acts, and thereby leave the Gofpel.to be fupported 
on Gofpel and conftitutional principles.
